Successor  sought 


as  Potter  resigns

The  search  for  a  new  BYU 
head  basketball  coach  is  on. 

Coach  Glenn  Potter  resigned 
Monday  afternoon  amid 
rumors  that  pressure  was 
mounting  for  Potter  to  step 
out  of  his  job.  BYU 
announced  Potter’s 
resignation  Tuesday. 

Two  of  the  leading 
candidates  to  replace  Potter 
seem  to  be  LaDell  Anderson, 
athletic  director  at  Utah  State 
University  and  former  coach 
of  the  Utah  Stars,  and  Frank 
Arnold,  an  assistant  to  UCLA 
basketball  coach  John 
Wooden. 

Anderson  was  quoted 
Monday  by  sportscaster  Paul 
James  as  saying  he  had  been 
contacted  about  a  position  at 
BYU  and  was  interested. 
Arnold  told  newsmen 
Monday  that  he  had  not  been 
approached  by  BYU  but  was 
interested  in  a  position  if  one 
became  available. 

Potter  delivered  his  letter 
of  resignation  to  Pres.  Dallin 
Oak’s  office  (Monday 
morning.  Potter  leaves  the 
top  Cougar  basketball 
coaching  position  at  the  end 
of  his  third  year. 

A  statement  issued  by  BYU 
Tuesday  gave  no  reason  for 
Potter’s  resignation.  Potter 
stepped  out  of  the  head 
coaching  position  after  an 
up-and-down  season  in  which 
the  Cougars  finished  sixth  in 
the  WAC,  and  had  a  12-14 
overall  record. 

His  third  season  at  BYU 
included  some  personnel 
problems  that  resulted  in  the 
suspension  of  two  starters, 
both  players  recruited  by 
Potter.  A  marked  decrease  in 
attendance  at  basketball 
games  this  season  usually  left 
the  upper  concourse  of  the 
Marriott  center  less  than  half 
filled  at  most  home  games. 

The  statement  from  the 
university  made  no  mention

When  it  ended,  Glenn  Potter  had  been 
basketball  coach  at  BYU  for  just  three  years. 
He  won  42  games  and  lost  36.  Through 
victory  and  defeat  he  stayed  the 
same— quiet,  reserved  and  courteous  always. 

Only  one  time  did  Potter  hedge  on  the 
truth  and  that  was  at  the  bitter  end  Monday 
night  after  two  TV  stations  released  the 
story  of  his  resignation.  Potter  deinied  the 
story  to  Universe  reporters  and  later  to  the 
Associated  Press  but  by  Tuesday  morning 
said  he  had  had  enough.  He  asked  the 
University  to  release  the  story  Tuesday 
instead  of  waiting  until  later  in  the  week  as 
was  originally  planned. 

“I  must  have  received  30  calls  Monday 
night,”  said  Potter  in  an  interview  Tuesday. 
“I  would  no  sooner  set  the  phone  down  than 
it  would  ring  again.” 

Why  did  Potter  deny  the  story  Monday 
Night? 

“I  was  under  orders  not  to  make  any 
statements  until  later  in  the  week,  but  this 
morning  1  came  and  called  the 
administration  and  asked  them  to  release  the 
story  as  soon  as  possible,”  said  the  former 
head  coach. 

How  long  has  the  resignation  been 
imminent? 

“1  don’t  remember  the  exact  day  but  it’s 
been  in  the  works  for  two  weeks.” 

Potter  said  he  didn’t  know  whether  the 
move  for  his  resignation  was  initiated  by  the 
Athletic  Department  or  from  administrative 
levels,  but  he  did  say  he  held  no  ill  will 
towards  Pres.  Dallin  Oaks,  who  had  to  make 
the  final  decision. 

“I’ve  got  nothing  but  the  highest  regard 
for  President  Oaks  and  I  can’t  think  of  a 
man  who  would  be  a  better  president  and 
head  of  this  institution,”  said  Potter. 

When  asked  whether  or  not  he  got  the 
support  he  needed  from  the  Athletic 
Department,  Potter  said  he  didn’t  want  to 
throw  stones  or  burn  any  bridges  at  this 
time. 

According  to^Potter,  the. season  looked  a 
lot  brighter  in  October.  Soon  after  two 
guards  left  school  for  standards  violations 
and  in  Decmeber  Gary  Batiste  was 
suspended.  Before  the  season  had  barely 
begun  Potter  was  minus  three  of  his  top  four 
guards. 

“October,  when  Ainge  (Doug)  and  Tim 
Mould  left  school  it  was  a  hard  time  for  me 
as  a  coach  and  so  was  the  problem  with 
Batiste  later.” 

The  discipline  problems  were  not  to  end 
until  the  next  to  last  week  of  the  season 


when  Potter  suspended  Brian  Frishman  for 
the  remainder  of  the  season  for 
insubordination. 

With  all  the  problems  this  year  Potter  says 
he’s  learned  an  important  lesson  about 
coaching.  “I  learned  you  had  better  play  a 
player  with  a  good  attitude  over  the  one 
who  might  have  more  ability  but  a  poor 
attitude.” 

“It  all  comes  back  to  what  Bear  Bryant 
said— I’ll  take  the  player  with  75  per  cent 
ability  who  gives  his  all  100  per  cent  of  the 
time,  over  the  player  who  has  100  per  cent 
ability  and  puts  out  only  75  per  cent  of  the 
time.” 

Potter  admitted  there  was  a 
communications  problem  on  the  team  earlier 
in  the  season  but  he  tried  to  remedy  it  in 
February. 

“When  these  things  happen  you  have  to 
look  at  it  and  see  if  you’re  part  of  the 
problem.  I  did  and  I  tried  to  find  a  solution, 
I  think  that  we  succeeded  and  it  taught  me  a 
lot,”  he  said. 

At  one  time  Frishman  told  Coach  Potter 
he  and  five  other  varsity  players  were 
planning  to  leave  the  BYU  basketball 
program  after  the  season  was  over.  He  went 
to  the  locker  room  and  informed  the  other 
players  of  his  announcement  to  Potter. 
Three  of  the  five  named  went  to  the  coach 
and  said  they  didn’t  feel  the  way  Frishman 
had  reported. 

As  Potter  tells  those  who  call  with 
condolences  “It’s  a  rough  business.”  The 
former  Cougar  mentor  took  his  lumps  this 
year  and  he  admits  it  hasn’t  been  easy. 

“I  found  that  when  you’re  winning 
everyone  comes  around  and  is  your  friend, 
but  when  you‘re  losing  you  need  a  pat  on 
the  back  even  more.” 

“It’s  awful  hard  to  take  when  your  name 
is  kicked  around  in  public  and  it  starts 
affecting  the  people  you  love.  I’ve  even  been 
criticized  for  living  in  American  Fork  instead 
of  Provo.” 

Potter  said  he  felt  it  was  better  for  his 
family  in  light  of  the  recent  events  that  he 
did  reside  in  American  Fork.  Potter  also  said 
it  was  hard  to  continue  when  he  wasn’t 
getting  any  positive  reienforcement. 

“When  you  see  and  hear  your  name  kicked 
around  all  over  town  and  never  hear  any 
positive  comments  it’s  pretty  hard  to 
continue,”  said  Potter. 

Potter  says  he’s  undecided  on  whether  he 
will  continue  to  pursue  a  coaching  career 
and  reports  he  is  interested  in  staying  at 
BYU  if  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 

Most  coaches  rarely  see  any  off  season  but 
this  summer,  as  Potter  told  a  friend  of  his, 
“It  looks  like  my  golf  handicap  will  go 
down.”

“It  would  be  up  to  the  Cambodians  to 
decide  who  they  want  for  their  leaders,”  he 
said. 

Meanwhile,  in  Phnom  Penh,  President  Lon 
Nol  fired  his  commander  in  chief  and  juggled 
his  government  Tuesday  as  Cambodia 
staggered  under  the  weight  of  the  rebles’  dry 
season  offsive. 

Premier  Long  Boret  resigned  but  Lon  Nol 
quickly  asked  him  to  form  a  new  cabinet. 
Diplomatic  sources  said  the  shuffle  could  be 
the  first  step  toward  the  removal  of  Lon  Nol 
himself. 

In  Washington,  the  Pentagon  said  flights  of 
contract  DC-8  cargo  planes  carrying  rice 
from  Saigon  to  Phnom  Penh  were  suspened 
because  of  Communist  rocket  and  artillery 
fire  on  the  Phnom  Penh  airport.  However, 
Pentagon  spokesman  William  Beecher  said 
flights  bringing  ammunition  and  fuel  from 
Thailand  continued  despite  the  shelling. 

Reports  from  the  Cambodian  capital  said 
about  15  per  cent  less  cargo  was  delivered. 

Beecher  said  the  interruption  in  rice  flights 
would  continue  while  officials  look  at  the 
situation  at  the  airport. 

This  was  the  second  interruption  in  the 
rice  airlift.  The  flights  were  suspended  last 
week  after  a  DC-8  was  struck  by  shrapnel 
fragments. 


Candidates  to  speak  out 

Final  election  begins  today

Candidates  for  ASBYU 
president  readied  themselves 
for  a  public  debate  today  at 
noon  as  voting  in  the  election 
finals  began  this  morning.

Voting 
booths  will  be  set  up  in  the 
Morris  and  Cannon  Centers 
from  3:30  to  6:30  p.m.  Four 
booths  will  be  placed  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  four  in 
the  McKay  quad. 

Mark  Harmon,  a  candidate 
for  Academics  Vice  President 
was  censured  by  the  elections 
violations  committee  in  an 
action  taken  Tuesday. 

Harmon  was  found  guilty 
for  hanging  a  sign  in  front  of 
Hinckley  Halls.  The  vice 
presidential  candidate 
claimed  he  hung  up  the 
poster  because  another 
candidate  had  done  so. 

The  committee  ordered 
that  Harmon  not  be  allowed 
to  campaign  in  final  elections 
until  8  a.m.  Thursday. 

According  to  Reid 
Robison,  ASBYU  president, 
this  Speak  Out  could  easily 
turn  around  the  campaign 
races,  depending  on  the 
efforts  made  by  the 
candidates.  “We’re  looking 
for  another  capacity  crowd  in 
the  Memorial  Lounge,  where 
the  voters  once  again  can 
focus  on  the  issues  and  not 
the  personalities.” 

Robison  urged  students  to 
vote  today  and  Thursday  and 
not  to  put  off  voting  until 


Friday  when  the  students  are 
likely  to  be  discouraged  to 
vote  because  of  long  lines. 

Henrie,  candidate  for 
ASBYU  president  said, 
“Speak  Out  is  a  beautiful  way 
for  students  to  have 
interchange  with  the 
candidates  as  well  as  a  good 
opportunity  to  review  their 
platforms  and  ask  questions.” 

Jamis  Johnson,  the  other 
ASBYU  presidential 
candidate  said,  “Speak  Out  is 
a  great  opportunity  for  the 
voters  to  see  and  question  not 
only  the  presidential 


candidate  but  their  running 
mates  as  well.” 

Johnson  added  that  it  was 
to  their  advantage  to  meet  all 
the  people  they  can,  and  to 
let  the  students  hear  both  he 
and  Miss  Lindsay  present 
their  campaign  issues. 

Henrie  commented  that  “a 
draw  back  in  the  Speak  Out 
would  be  the  fact  that  even  if 
the  Memorial  Lounge  is  full, 
we  are  only  reaching  a 
fraction  of  the  total  student 
body.  I  feel  especially  this 
year  that  the  students  need 
the  opportunity  to  closely 


scrutinize  the  issues,”  he  said. 

Johnson  also  would  like  to 
see  the  Speak  Out  program 
on  a  larger  scale,  but  said 
“Speak  Out  is  a  good  idea.” 

“A  Speak  Out  is  one  of  the 
few  places  at  this  university 
where  students  can  go  and 
have  an  open  dialogue  with 
the  issues  facing  them,”  said 
Johnson. 

Robison  added  that  the 
debate  between  the 
presidential  candidates  will 
show  just  how  the  candidates 
can  react  under  pressure  in 
using  their  platform  points. 


“It  is  these  situations  that 
will  show  the  leadership 
qualities  the  candidates 
possess.” 

The  agenda  for  this  Speak 
Out  will  begin  with  the  vice 
presidential  candidate  races  in 
alphabetical  order,  ending 
with  the  presidential 
candidates  debating  their 
platform  issues. 

The  next  Speak  Out  will 
deal  with  Centennial,  with 
Lorin  F.  Wheelwright, 
chairman  of  the  Centennial 
Committee  being  the  guest 
speaker.

WASHINGTON  -  The  U.S.  Commission  on  Civil  Rights 
Tuesday  urged  strong  presidential  leadership  in  eliminating 
school  desegregation,  particularly  in  the  North. 

In  an  official  report,  the  bipartisan  commission  flatly 
rejected  black  separatists’  demands  for  their  own  schools. 

“Separate  remains  unequal,”  the  commission  said. 
“Integration  must  move  forward  for  moral  and  legal  reasons, 
irrespective  of  the  difficulties  along  the  way.” 


Ford  pressures  solons  for  tax  cut 


WASHINGTON  —  President  Ford  put  n 
Congress  Tuesday  to  cut  taxes  as  the  House  sidestepped 
veto  congrontation  with  the  President  on  energy. 

White  House  Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said  the  Presdient 
Would  be  “very,  very  concerned”  if  Congress  took  an  Easter 
fecess' without  final  action  on  a  tax  cut.

The  balance  of  his  lecture 
dealth  with  the  insurance 
industry,  which  Jacobson 


termed,  “the  most  grossly 
misunderstood,”  and  yet 
called  it,  “the  mighty  pump 
of  industry.” 

The  insurance  industry, 
which  is  actually  made  up  of 
many  parts,  collects  and 
redistributes  people’s  savings, 
he  said. 

The  two  functions  of 
insurance  companies  are 
marketing  and  administra¬ 
tion,  and  investment  of 
insurance  dollars,  he  said. 

This  builds  in  a  uniqueness 
to  the  business,  because  it 
provides  a  mechanism  to 
hedge  against  the  basic 
uncertainties  of  life,  he  said. 

That  foundation  is  based 
on  love,  respect  and  family 
concern  which  causes  people 
to  invest  in  insurance  for 
themselves  and  others 
important  to  them,  Jacobson 
said.

Dental  plates 
save  man's  life 

CEDAR  RAPIDS,  Iowa 
(AP  -  Ezell  Hodge  Jr.,  24, 
escaped  serious  injury  in  a 
shooting  incident  with  two 
robbers.  He  has  his  dentures 
to  thank  for  the  good 
fortune. 

Police  said  a  .32-caliber 
bullet  was  deflected  by  his 
upper  and  lower  plates 
Tuesday  after  he  was  shot  in 
the  mouth  at  point  blank 
range  during  a  robbery  at  his 
home. 

“The  tall  one  grabbed  the 
front  of  my  shirt  and  shot 
me,”  Hodge  recalled.

Prior  to  that,  he 
had  worked  with  Joe 
Cipriano  when  the  latter  was 
head  coach  at  the  University 
of  Idaho. 

From  1961  to  1963  he  was 
an  officer  in  the  United 
.States  Army.  During  that 


time  he  coached  Fort  Hood 
(Texas)  to  a  46-10  record.  He 
joined  Cipriano  at  Nebraska 
when  the  latter  was  named 
head  coach  at  Lincoln  in 
1963. 

Potter  joined  the  BYU  staff 
five  years  ago,  serving  as  an 
assistant  when  the  Cougars 
won  back-to-back 
championships  in  1971  and 
1972.  He  was  named  head 
coach  when  Stan  Watts 
resigned  to  concentrate  on 
duties  within  the  Athletic 
Department.

Tourney  proliferation 
dilutes  cage  excellence

Giving  in  won't  halt 


terrorist  actions 


A  spoiled  child  who  threatens  to  hold  his  breath  until  he 
turns  blue  if  his  unreasonable  demands  are  not  met  uses  the 
same  tactics  as  a  political  terrorist -but  the  terrorist  holds 
another  person’s  breath. 

March  is  off  to  a  bloody  start.  Three  terroristic  incidents 
marred  the  first  week.  It  seems  that  terrorism  is  a  normal 
part  of  modern  life. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Do  you  get  the 
feeling  that  it  won’t  be  long  before  there 
'  are  more  college  basketball  tournaments  than 
there  are  teams? 

It  seems  as  if  the  colleges  are  becoming  a 
mini-version  of  the  pros. 

In  the  American  Basketball  Association, 
for  example,  10  teams  play  84  games  apiece, 
then  two  are  eliminated  and  eight  qualify  for 
the  payoffs.  In  the  National  Basketball 
Association,  1 8  teams  play  82  games  apiece 
and  10  enter  the  playoffs. 

And  now,  what  used  to  be  a  few  cozy 
college  tournaments  with  highly  prized, 
select  berths  has  become  a  multi-tentacled 
monstrosity  of  playoffs  piled  upon  playoffs. 
Everyone,  it  seems,  must  have  a  shot  at 
getting  at  least  a  slice  of  the  pie-or  perhaps 
a  few  crumbs. 

In  these  days  of  rampant  inflation,  the 
word  “champion”  has  been  devalued. 
Almost  every  team  could  be  the  champion 
of  something.  It  seems  to  be  almost 
fashionable  to  turn  down  an  invitation  to  a 
playoff,  as  North  Carolina  State  did  this  year 
and  Maryland  did  a  year  ago. 


The  National  Invitation  Tournament  is  the 
grandfather  of  all  college  tourneys.  There 
was  a  time  when  a  telephone  call  from  New 
York’s  Madison  Square  Garden,  with  a  voice 
saying,  “How  would  you  like  to  play  .  .,” 
was  pounced  upon  by  colleges. 

It  was  an  invitation  to  be  one  of  only  eight 
teams  to  play  in  the  palace  of  basketball.  To 
win  was  the  ultimate  goal.  But  simply  to  be 
there,  to  get  that  phone  call,  was  almost  as 
important. 

Now  the  NIT  field  has  been  expanded  to 
16  teams— and  none  seem  as  strong  as  any 
one  used  to  be.  With  the  avalanche  of 
alphabet  tournaments-NAIA,  NCIT  and 
three  divisions  of  the  NCAA— the  NIT  is  left 
to  pick  up  the  castoffs,  the  uninvited,  and  to 
be  turned  down  once  in  a  while,  as  N.C. 
State  did  last  weekend. 

The  result  is  that  the  NIT  has  only  one 
team  listed  in  The  Associated  Press  Top 
Twenty  14th-ranked  Clemson,  which  lost  10 
of  its  27  games  and  would  up  less-than-best 
in  its  own  league.  The  rest  of  the  field 
includes  Pittsburgh  and  Providence,  each 
17-10,  and  Manhattan,  13-11,  plus  St. 
Peter’s,  15-11,  and  St.  John’s,  19-8,  neither 
of  which  was  good  enough  to  make  it  to  the 
NCAA  tourney. 


The  month  began  with  the  murder  of  U.S.  Honorary 
Consul  John  Patrick  Egan  in  Argentina.  A  left-wing  Peronist 
group  said  they  executed  Egan  as  a  strike  against  the 
Americanization  of  Argentina. 

A  second  political  kidnapping  involved  West  Berlin’s  newly 
elected  mayor  Peter  Lorenz.  The  Christian  Democrat  was 
released  unharmed  after  the  West  German  government 
released  six  anarchists  from  prison.  The  leftist-terrorists  said 
there  would  be  more  abductions  to  insure  freedom  for  more 
of  their  jailed  comrades. 

In  Tel  Aviv  18  died  when  eight  Arab  guerillas  slipped  into 
the  city  and  captured  hostages  in  a  hotel.  The  bloodshed 
came  when  Israeli  troops  stormed  the  hotel.  Seven  guerillas 
were  killed  along  with  tourists  and  Israeli  soldiers. 

Terrorism  forces  governments  into  the  uncomfortable 
position  of  playing  games  with  human  lives.  Should  the 
government  meet  the  terrorists’  demands  or  put  up  a  hard 
line  and  refuse  to  comply?  It  is  a  difficult  decision  to  make. 

The  Argentine  government  made  no  moves  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  terrorists  but  did  try  to  find  Egan  and  his 
captors.  They  found  Egan  on  a  dirt  road,  dead. 

West  Germany  released  six  prisoners  and  the  kidnapped 
political  leaders  returned.  This  action  by  the  German 
government  undoubtedly  encouraged  future  terroristic 
abductions. 

In  Israel,  the  government  did  not  concede  to  the  terrorists 
but  met  their  agression  with  military  force.  With  the  Mosiac 
eye-for-an-eye,  tooth-for-a-tooth  law  of  both  Jews  and  Arabs, 
there  will  be  relations  and  counterattacks  that  will  senselessly 
kill  countless  more. 

What  should  the  intimidated  governments  do?  Moshe 
Dyan,  Israel’s  former  defense  minister,  claims  “We  must 
never  give  in  to  terrorists.”  Dyan  is  probably  right. 

Human  life  is  precious  and  should  not  be  gambled  with  but 
the  terrorist,  like  the  immature  child,  must  be  taught  that  he 
can  not  frighten  others  into  pacifying  him.

Nation  needs  better  gun  control  /<

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is  the 
second  of  two  editorials  by  Blaine 
Leonard  on  gun  control  legislation. 


Today,  most  states  have  gun  laws 
of  some  form.  Many  of  them  have 
attempted  to  pattern  laws  after  the 
Sullivan  Law  in  New  York,  but  few 
have  come  close,  nor  have  their 
death  rates  shown  significant 
change. 

Perhaps  the  most  obvious 
shortcoming  of  the  nation’s  state 
firearms  laws  has  always  been  their 
diversity;  there  has  never  been  a 
semblance  of  uniformity  from  state 
to  state.  The  alternative  to  stringent 
and  uniform  state  laws  is  a 
meaningful  federal  law,  something 
which  has  never  been  adopted. 

One  effective  means  of  gun 
control  is  that  of  licensing  the 
owner.  A  program  where  the 
purchaser  of  a  firearm  must  first 
obtain  a  license  from  the  police 
department  makes  it  possible  to 
keep  criminals  and  mentally 
unstable  persons  from  obtaining 
them. 

One  gun  control  program  which 
has  proven  successful  was  instituted 
in  Philadelphia.  An  ordinance  put 
into  effect  there  required  those 
people  who  wished  to  purchase 
firearms  to  apply  for  a  permit, 


furnishing  fingerprints, 
photographs,  and  the  registration 
number  of  the  weapon.  Permits 
could  be  refused  to  minors,  certain 
convicted  criminals,  the  mentally 
ill,  and  others. 

It  is  reasonable  to  draw  a  casual 
link  between  this  law  and  the 
deceleration  of  firearms-related 
death  rates  since  passage  of  the  law. 
From  1  965  to  1969,  criminal 
homicides  increased  32  per  cent  in 
Philadelphia,  while  that  of  the 
nation  as  a  whole  increased  47  per 
cent. 

In  1969,  44  per  cent  of 
Philadelphia’s  murders  involved 
guns,  slightly  above  the  43  per  cent 
in  1965,  whereas,  the  national 
average  increased  from  57  to  65  per 
cent  over  the  same  period.  Over 
those  .four  years,  permits  have  been 
denied  779  persons  out  of  a  total  of 
27,  858  would-be  gun  purchasers. 
This  figure  includes  burglars, 
robbers,  rapists,  habitual  drunks, 
narcotics  addicts,  people  with 
convictions  for  aggravated  assault 
and  battery,  illegal  carrying  of 
weapons,  and  intent  to  kill,  as  well 
as  12  murderers. 

A  similar  ordinance  in  Toledo, 
Ohio,  has  produced  comparable 
results.  Only  a  few  years  ago,  that 
city  of  375,000  was  known  as  the 


gun  capital  of  the  Midwest.  In 
August  1968,  the  Toledo  City 
Council  enacted  an  ordinance  much 
like  that  of  Philadelphia,  requiring 
anyone  owning  or  wishing  to 
purchase  a  handgun  to  have  an  ID 
card. 

In  the  12-month  period  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  43 
murders  were  committed  in  Toledo, 
22  of  them,  or  61  per  cent  with 
handguns.  Two  years  later,  the 
number  of  murders  had  dropped  to 
26,  fourteen  of  them,  or  53  per 
cent,  with  handguns;  this  in  the 
face  of  a  sharp  increase  in  the 
number  of  murders  across  the 
nation. 

Louisville,  Kentucky,  enacted  an 
ordinance  requiring  an  eight  day 
waiting  period  to  buy  a  handgun. 
Armed  robberies  in  that  city  have 
declined  9.5  per  cent,  and  assaults 
with  firearms  have  also  decreased. 

Other  cities,  however,  which  have 
enacted  firearms  ordinances 
recently,  have  not  experienced  such 
success.  One  of  the  primary  reasons 
that  cities  such  as  Washington, 
D.C.,  New  York,  Chicago,  San 
Francisco,  and  Miami  Beach  have 
not  seen  results  like  those  in 
Philadelphia  is  due  to  the  absence 
of  equally  stringent  laws  in  nearby 
jurisdictions. 


In  New  York  City,  83  per  cent  of 
a  sample  of  handguns  confiscated 
by  the  police  were  found  to  have 
been  acquired  outside  the  state. 
This  demonstrates  that  firearms 
legislation  would  be  more  effective 
on  a  large  scale,  such  as  nationwide, 
than  on  a  city  or  state-wide  level. 

Along  with  the  apparent  success 
of  such  laws,  public  opinion  polls 
taken  in  the  United  States  at  two 
different  times  show  that  as  many 
as  75  per  cent  of  the  people  favor  a 
law  requiring  a  police  permit  for 
the  purchase  of  any  gun.  Yet,  there 
are  still  many  people  who  oppose 
such  laws  and  ther  are  several  basic 
arguments  which  are  given  in  their 
defense.  One  of  the  most  common 
is  that  of  constitutionality. 

The  Second  Amendment  to  the 
United  States  Constitution  reads: 
“A  well-regulated  Militia,  being 
necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free 
State,  the  right  of  the  people  to 
keep  and  bear  Arms  shall  not  be 
infringed.”  These  lines  are  the  basis 
for  the  arguments  against  firearms 
legislation  and  are  used  to  suggest 
that  the  government  has  no  right  to 
prohibit  the  ownership  of  arms. 
The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  ruled 
no  less  than  five  times  on  the 
meaning  of  these  lines.  These 
rulings  uphold  the  government’s

Classes  only  half  challenc 


In  just  the  past  few  years, 
there  has  been  some  research 
into  the  human  mind  that  has 
produced  some  rather 
startling  results.  It  seems  that 
the  bulk  of  matter  that  we 
part  our  hair  over  and  put  a 
hat  on  is  not  just  one  mind, 
but  two;  each  serving 
different  functions. 

The  left  cerebral 
hemisphere  is  dominated  in 
most  human  beings  by 
rational,  linear,  logical  and 
verbal  functions,  while  the 
right  hemisphere  is 
dominated  by  the  intuitive, 
metaphoric  and  visual 
functions.  So  what  does  this 
mean? 

Well,  for  one  thing,  it 
means  that  we  have  been 
educated  basically  for  only 
one  part  of  our  total  mind. 
The  old  stand-bys— reading,

The  ability  to  draw  is  not 
developed  because  it  is  more 
important  to  communicate 
verbally. 

Searching  through  the 
catalog  of  courses  for  classes 
dealing  with  basic  problem 


solving  and  creativity  is  next 
to  hopeless.  You  will  find  one 
hidden  away  in  a  lab  section 
in  teacher  education,  another 
in  psychology,  and  a  couple 
in  other  places.  Altogether 
you  may  find  about  five 
being  offered.  On  the  other 
hand,  classes  that  center  on 
the  left  side  of  the  brain 
reach  a  total  of  500.  It  seems 
that  a  college  education  with 
this  kind  of  a  gross  imbalance 
robs  its  students  of  some 
vitally  important  skills. 

The  creative  part  of  our 
mind  is  worth  more  than  the 
one  per  cent  this  university 


emphasizes.  We  strongly 
believe  that  the  abilities  to  be 
creative,  inventive,  and 
communicate  visually  along 
with  the  abilities  to 
memorize,  analyze,  and  write 
are  at  least  of  equal 
importance.  Both  are 
necessary  in  the  development 
of  a  total  person. 

At  the  last  university 
faculty  meeting,  a  proposal 
for  an  innovative  general 
education  program  was 
announced.  This  may  be  an 
ideal  time  to  inject  some  right 
hemisphere  —  visual 
thinking  — creativity  classes 
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
